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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or would not have rendered obvious a broadcast 
receiver system (Fig. 1) in which a primary broadcast receiver (1 1) is connected to an 
external broadcast receiver (22) via a digital interface (21), the external broadcast 
receiver being controllable via the digital interface, such as claimed in claims 1-17, the 
system having: first stored information serving to link first selection information of 
channels being receivable by the primary broadcast receiver, with first prescribed keys 
of a remote controller (17); and second stored information serving to specify the 
external broadcast receiver and to link second selection information of channels to be 
received by the external broadcast receiver, with second prescribed keys of the remote 
controller. 

The closest prior art, Matsumoto et al (US 2002/0075416), Aratani et al (US 
7,053,811), and Nakajima (US 7,095,456) disclose conventional broadcast receiver 
system in which broadcast receivers are connected via digital interface, either singularly 
or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the present invention as claimed.
